Long made a somewhat remarkable 
statement Tuesday and modified ii 
afterward, but it is still difficult for the 
friends of President McKinley to un­ 
derstand the public expressions of the 
secretary of the navy. 
When Secretary Long left the cabi­ 
net meeting he said: “The element ol 
Spanish responsibility has been prac­ 
tically eliminated from the Maine dis­ 
aster.” This was so astonishing as an 
administration 
statement 
after the 
President had asked the country to 
patiently wait for the report of the 
board of inquiry and all members of 
the cabinet had said that the public 
knew as much as they did, for all of­ 
ficial information has been made pub­ 
lic, that it created no little excitement 
and some criticism. 
Secretary Long later dictated the fol­ 
lowing statement: “The main things 
we talked about in the cabinet were 
the outrages of the postmasters, one a 
white man in Georgia and one a color­ 
ed man in South Carolina. In .regard 
to the Cuban situation I said I thought 
things were growing quieter every day, 
and as far as my judgment went I was 
Inclined to think that any official par­ 
ticipation on the part of the Spanish 
government in the disaster was now 
practically eliminated.” 
It is still unsatisfactory even as the 
private opinion of the secretary of the 
navy. 
Mr. Long has held several 
opinions in the two weeks since the 
Maine was destroyed, and if he has no 
official information which has not 
been made public his opinion is not 
considered of great value.

The growth of the state and the 
commendable ambition to keep up 
with tho age cf progress, is alone re­ 
sponsible for existing conditions. Tbe 
ached system of the state has long 
been a source of pride to the citizans 
of the state and the increase of over 
SfiGO.OOO in this department has pre 
duced results tuat are gratifying 
Wisconsin stands close to the front i a 
th e cere of her defective and depend­ 
ent citizens and the money conuribu: 
cd for their welfare is cheerfully paid 
In considering this very praetical 
question the fact should not be over­ 
looked that tbe state owns a valuable 
property, that is not properly charge­ 
able to expense. 
The state university 
grounds and buildings represent a 
very tangible asset.

The debt is recapitulated as follows: 
Interest-bearing debt, $847,366,680;

Wallace Ross Compares English 
and American Oarsmen. 


1MERICAN STYLE FOR AMERICANS. 


Difference Between Oar Collegians and 
Those of Great Britain—Lessons Learned 
From the Experiences of Leading Amer­ 
ican College Crews. 


The English stroke will never do for 
American oarsmen. 
They have never yet 
won a race with it, and, in my humble 
opinion, never will. 
Our boys had better 
6tiek to the stroke of their daddies. 
It 
was good enough for the Ward brothers, 
the pioneers of American rowing, when 
they beat the world away back in tho 
earlier seventies, and for the Halifax four 
when they defeated the celebrated Ren- 
forth and his champion English crew a 
short time before. 
Every time a trial of 
skill and endurance bas taken placo be­ 
tween American and English oarsmen, 
professionals I mean, the American 
and the American .stroke has invariably 
won. 
English amateurs defeat visiting 
Americans simply because they know far 
more about the gamo than their Yankee 
brethren. A Briton is on the water almost 
from the time he is able to walk and when 
he reaches the age of 12 or 14 is pretty 
clever with the oars. 
I am speaking of what they term the 
“ privileged classes” over on the other side, 
the lads cf leisure, sons of gentlemen 
who do nothing more laborious than clip 
coupons or collect rents from their tenants. 
They have all the time in the world to 
row and pick up points from the water­ 
men of the Thames and Tyne. 
Poor boys 
there have no money to buy or hire boats. 
Neither have they time to row. 
They 
must earn their living, hence the lads in 
the great public schools and colleges and 
the graduates of colleges about constitute 


I In the water as long as possible and thus 
make the propelling power tho greater by 
an almost continuous resistance between 
the oar blade and tho water. To enable 
the oarsman to better stand the strain, tho 
English oar blade is made anywhere from 
I to I V> inches narrower than the Ameri­ 
can sweep. Tho greater part of the strain 
is, as I have explained, put upon tho body, 
the arms and shoulders being spared to ft 
considerable extent. So. too, are the legs, 
but not to the degree that tho shoulders 
and arms are. 
Engishmen believe in foot 
work in a boat, but not to the point we go. 
They press evenly with both feet against 
the footboard, using them with the same 
leniency that they do the arms, the back 
and body serving as a sort of complex bat­ 
tering ram to butt through the water. 
Now as to the American style and its 
points of difference. 
I am talking, of 
course, of the modified American style 
such as adopted by Courtney, Hanlan, 
Faulkner, Reagan, myself and other rep­ 
resentative American oarsmen. 
Tho old 
American style, as we all know, consisted 
simply of arm and shoulder work, there 
being no sliding seats in those days and no 
chance for foot work, save in so far as it 
braced a man for a strong, steady pull. 
The American style, as now practiced, dif­ 
fers from the English principally in the 
fact that there is a more even distribution 
crew 0f physical power. No unnatural strain is 
placed upon the body. In fact, it is spared 
considerably and the burden of work put 
upon the shoulders, arms and feet. 
The 
footboard is indeed pressed vigorously all 
through the stroke, and this is a wise idea, 
for as every sensible man knows, the legs 
are far stronger than the arms and capable 
of greater strain as well as driving power. 
The great 
power of the shoulders is 
brought into requisition by slightly hump­ 
ing the back, and, when the water is fair­ 
ly gripped, pulling with straight, rigid 
arm for over half the stroke and relaxing 
only and crooking the arm when the slide 
compels. 
Our slide is from 4 to 6 inches 
longer than that practiced by English oars­ 
men and the strain on the back conse­ 
quently lessened. 
We do not leave our 
oars quite as long in the water as our Eng­ 
lish friends, because we use a broader blade 
and quicker recovery, thus reasoning,

youngsters of wealth, too, lovo the water 
and take to rowing like an Indian to fire­ 
water, while American boys of the same 
class do not. It is too much like work for 
them, and they prefer something easier, 
like a turn at the matinee or a reel in a 
hansom. 
At best a leisurely jaunt on a 
bicycle is the hardest game they will try. 
Nine times out of ten the successful can­ 
didates for an American college crew have 
never 6at in a shell or even handled a 
spoon o^r in a skiff before they go into the 
university boat. They are simply selected 
for their physical .qualities. 
What wonder then is it that when they 
cross the ocean and attempt, with the im­ 
perfect knowledge they have gained, say in 
acoupleof seasons, of the art of rowing, to 
compete with men who have handled 
blades from boyhood, they go down in de­ 
feat. 
This explains pithily why Harvard, 
Yale and Cornell were defeated on the 
Thames by the men of Oxford and Cam­ 
bridge. 
I am told by those competent to 
judge that even the schoolboys of Eton, j 
Who averaged about IG years in age, would 
have defeated tho Yale giants had they , 
been drawn in a trial heat with them at j 
Henley two years ago instead of the famous 
Leander crew. I am glad Yale was spared 
that humiliation anyhow. 
It was bad 
enough to bo beaten by men, but to pull 
eeoond to schoolboys would be heartbreak­ 
ing. 
Now what is this much vaunted English 
stroke and wherein does it differ from the 
American stroke? 
I will tell you as suc­ 
cinctly as I can. 
The stroke as taught by 
Rudolph C. Lehman, the famous English 
coach, at Harvard, and practically used by 
all English amateurs aswell as by the un­ 
dergraduates of Oxford and Cambridge, 
consists of a long reach forward with back 
as straight as vs ill comport with comfort, 
oar blade gripping the water almost, but 
not quite, at right angles and a steady pull 
with the straightened arm as long as pos­ 
sible, crooking the arm only just before 
the end of the slide, the strain, the pulling 
power I mean, being placed first and prin­ 
cipally upon 
the body, then upon the 
shoulders aud lastly upon the arms. 
The recovery is somewhat slow, so as to 
enable tho oarsman to recover a bit of 
breath before the next stroke. The princi­ 
pal* the governing idea, is to keep the oar 


the am ateur oarsmen of England. English rightly or wrongly, that we practically ex­ 
ercise as much power in propelling the 
boat along. 
The principal difference in the appear­ 
ance of two crews using respectively the 
English and American stroke is this: The 
English stroking crew seems more grace­ 
ful, for the reason that their baoks aro 
straight and the great strain put upon the 
body gives the appearance of a dashing 
sort of swing as the boat speeds along. 
The crew with the American stroke seems 
a bit stiff as the men slightly round their 
shoulders and press hard with their feet at 
the dashboard. 
It might not look quite 
as pretty as the imported stroke, but the 
greater power is there all the same and far 
less strain placed upon the body. That the 
argum ent I advance is reasonable is 
shown by the way the Harvard boys fell 
to pieces in the collegiate race at Pough­ 
keepsie last summer. 
They had got the 
English stroke, just as Lehman taught it, 
down fine, and collapsed before they had 
traversed two-thirds of the course, while 
the Cornell crew, which had been soundly 
taught the American stroke by Charles E. 
Courtney, finished a winner without a 
weak or fainting man on the boat. I ven- 
! ture to predict that Cornell will repeat the 
I performance again this year, and, in addi­ 
tion, defeat Yale, the University of Penn­ 
sylvania, Columbia and any other college 
crew which may be pitted against them 


i Why? Because Cornell has a man to coach 
I them who knows how to row, a profes­ 
sional oarsman who bas made the art of 
rowing a lifelong study, and while the oth­ 
er college crews are taught how to “ feath­ 
er,” “ pull together” and other nice points 
by enthusiastic amateurs who have taken 
up rowing as a pleasing diversion from 
business cares and given but comparative­ 
ly little study to tho subject. 
They may 
be masters of law, medicine, finance or 
of some of the fine arts, but they do not 
know the art of watermanship and that is 
the art required to win boat races.
